The reforms being considered were four years In the making 
andmandstedl^ referendum. Yet the sense was palpable that 
City Council actually mi^t not pass them. 

So at ahearing last week, more than a dozen members of the 
Zoning Code Commissim hoH its cheerleaders testihed — in the 
Aretha Franklin sense of the word - - that Council Aos to pass 
the newly written zoning code. The current code, which hasn't 
been updated si almost SO years, has been lambasted as mak- 
ing development and business growth in Philly all but impossible. 

A fear has been growing among developers and civic gmups that 
Council members might oppose the bill because it would limit 
the control they have over development In their districts. 
The fear grew mightier this May, when CoundlmenBill Green and 
Brian O'Neill wrote a letterto the commission asking for a few 
concessions — which could delay the new code for years. 

At the hearing, this fear transformed into abhintness that had 
been absent in the debate thus far. Brian McHale, a'zoningjunkie,'' 
said the code should ‘be passed rightnow."ArchitectKikj Bo lender 
argued thatits passage would “signal to residents that the city 
takes their interests seriously.’'AndRichani DeMarco, a 
former Zoning Code Commission member, boldly ssid that Council 
has to “give up a anall part of their influence.” 

Not everyone was in fevorofthe new zoning code, however. 
Germantown and East Falls residents signed it wasn’t a good 
fit for their unique neighba>tic»ds. But developer David 
Fbldman pointed outthat arguments like these are distractions; 

“I implore Coundl not to use the red herring of ‘flaws' to keep 


the deeply problematic, outdated zoning code on the books.”

Gamble and Huff are ready to rebrand their 
sound and reclaim their legacy. 




It’s a strange thing, hearing a 
top-flight classical ensemble 
take on a barnstorming soul 
anthem like “People Make the 
World Go Round.” The Chamber 
Orchestra ofPhiladelphia does 
it weU, but wow. 

T hey’re usually throwing lifetime-achieve- 
ment galas fbrPlacido Domingo or Marvin 
Hamhsch, hut a celebration of the producing 
and songwriting duo behind “m Always Love My 
Mama."

But it%tTue;In May the orchestra gave its Lifetime 
Achievement Award to Kenneth Gamble and Leon 
HufL whose hit albums and songs came to define this 
dly in the 70a and early 'SOs. 

As the finindem of Rtiladelphio Internationa] Records 
tPlRl and architects ofThe Sound ofPhiladelphia. 
Gamble and HufThave been honored before. The 
Rock and Roll Hall ofFame, the National Academy of 
Songwritera’Hall ofFame, the Grammya and numer- 
ous other organimtions have heaped awards upon 
them — andlet’snotfcrgetthe 100 gold and platinum 
lecorda.'Weare always humbled by these accolades." 
says Gamble. “The inspiration given to Huff and I 
waai't the usual. It was highly unusual. I mean, we 
were really pruHSc." 

At tbe gala, the Wesdn Hotel ballmom was packed. 
The house was restless. Fhrclassical muse aiidonados, 
this was one loud crowd. 

Graciously, the tuxedoed throng cjuieted on two 
occasions. One was during Billy Paul’s swaggering 
rendition of his naughty smash “Me & Mis. Jones." 
The other was when die Chamber Onhestra gave the 
audience a sneak peek at a pr^et meant to celebrate 
the PIR main men.Ateumofsthngplityeni turned “You 
Make Me Peel Brand New*into something angularly 


avant-garde yetsonoreus and beautiful 

Thesauntering songwas written by G&H teammates 
Thom Bell and Linda Creed, recorded by the S^hstics 
and released by PIRin 1974, On the Wesbn stage, the 
romantic hit took on on eerie, pointed brilliance as 
cellos, violas and vioHns replaced the creamy vocal 
harmonies and gentle guitarsfamiharto anyone who 
has ever slow danced to that tune. 

The trademark plush urrangementwaspBreddown 
to something spadous, languid and somehow more 
haunting than it had been. Thisrendztionpravedhow 
enduring this soul song is, no matter how and whai 
itis executed. 

'Tb have this collahoretion occur puzzles and excites 
me," says Huff a few days earlier. “This really is aa new." 

PIR turns 40 this year, and is one of the most suc- 
cessful A&ican-American-owned record labels of all 
time. Gamble and Huff’s music writingpaitnership 
turns 50 next year, 

Andyet, this is a time for new things. The duo has 
hired an agent for the first time, signing with William 
Morris Endeavor, and they're looking to rebrand their 
legacy. HufTs even gota new solo album, Grornyfisop/e. 
his first in more than 30 years. 

It's like Lou Rawls once sung: ‘All things in time,'* 
says Huff with a chuckle. 

T he yearlong Gamble and Huff celebration 
started in May. That’s when they got an Out- 
starxhng Achievement Award from theNatkioal 
AsociationofRecordingMerchandiserssharinghrxi- 
OTB with Nkki Minaj andAmerican/dol.the latter of 
which saluted the duo during its 2003 season. 

The celebration continues with June 24’s Sound 
ofPhiladelphiaNightat the Phillies game. July 4's 
Welcome America show with the Roots on the Parkway 


July I Vs Dell Music Center event featuring several 
PIR artists, and August’s Nationa] Association ofBladt 
JouTTiolists National Convention, which will make 
Gamble and Huffitshonoraiy choinnen. 

Huff’s solo album should be out by the end of this 
year.foUowed by the Chamber OirhesO'a's classical 
studio recordingofG&H hits. 

Yet for all the acceptance speeches, for all the sam- 
pling oftheir finest moments<countJay-Z and Usher 
in), with their songs covered by giants like Elvis, Rod 
and Mick, with their self-owned copyrights In many 
ofthe 3,500 songs in their catalog, and theofl-quoted 
estimate thatone oftheir tunes is played on tbe radio 
somewhereinthe world every 13fi minutes, something 
still isn’t right in their Philly Sound fieilom. 

Fbrcxie. the duo has been imder-represented in the 
bigger picture, a marketplace now rich with Elvis, 
ABBA and Green Day musicals and music legend 
biographies galore. 

Of course there have been ad revenues and sound- 
trades with commercial spots for Chevy and Old Navy 
and films like TliQNuttyProfenior. But where is the 
catalog remastering and promotions like the ones 
their contemporaries at Atlantic or Motown (PIR’s 
longtime rival) have? 

It's no secret that Gamble and Huffoncefelt PIR 
didn't getita proper due during its heyday with CBS) 
Columbia Records. When they signed in 1971, Clive 
Davis gave them creative but not finandal autonomy. 
Not owning the means of distribution stung, and in 
1934 they split, taking the distribution ri^ts to their 
post-1976 catalog to their new label, E5n. 

“It's all ahoutthe leverage when doing distributimi 
deals, and they aH depend on how badly you want to 
be doing such deals,"saysWi]liam “Biff" Kennedy Jr.

The first job is the hardest Fbr all (he pair’s acumen 
and hits, the layperson does not know their names. 
You ask “Who ran Motown?” and everyone knows the 
answer is Berry Gordy. If you didn't know Clive Daris 
from his achievements in the record business, you 
know him now from his appearances on American 
/dbi . But when it comes to G&H, it's the songs that 
people know, not the names ofthe men who wrote and 
produced them. “What I think that they did, and did 
brilliantly, was stay behind." Itkin says. “They were 
the power behind all ofthe music they produced.They 
weren't in Sent ofit. They weren’t as well known as 
Berry Gordy even though they were die second-largest 
African-American-owned musk business — maybe 
entertainmentbusiness — in Che world.”

Kennedy wasn't privy to financial records on acor- 
poratc level, but says that if Gamble and Huff were 
ever unhappy with that arrangement, it was hkely 

“The major labels disrrumtled the independentdis- 
tributnrs aid then themgjorsbecame thedistributom.” 
says Gamble. "Tliere was a conflict of interests- They 
were looking outfor themselves, not tiying to devetop 
independent guys like Philly International. That’s my 
one regretlflhuditalltodo over again, Iwouldconcen- 
trateon gathering resources to distribute ourselves.” 

By the early 1960s. disco stalled, and lush PtR 
hits were starting to give way to the likes of neo- 
fimk acts such as Prince and New Wave’s plethora 
of on e-hit winders. 

Another turning point came in 1982. when Thddy 
E^dergrBSs,a PIR mega-star, was paralyzed fi-omthe 
waist down in a car accident on Lincoln Drive.

'Ihddy’s.” He stops and rhapsodizes. “We had 10 back-

take a rest. We never slacked. Wejust slowed down,” 

G&H stuck with EMI through the ’80s, and then 
turned HR toward hiphop in the ’90s via a now-defunct

songs on those Rawls recordings are some ofthe best 
Gamble and I have ever produced and wrote,” says 
Huff They’d have gone platinum ifwereleased them 
back then.” 

So the hits and archives will finally ^t a second 
chance at ^ory, but there’s a major hole in the mqdoita- 
tion ofGamble and Huff’s legacy. Where are the books 
and biogTaphie a, the VHl pedals and the grainy PBS 
documentaries with Martin Scorsese? 

Some of their contemporaries have had their bio- 
graphical Broadway momenta Songwriters Leiber 
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underdogs. Staying in the area where they grew up 
while writing culturally conooiauiiiiongii and build- 
ing up neighboriioodti made them heroes in the City 
of Brotherly Love. 

It's the way that they give back — Gamble’s com- 
munity activism and housing development through 
Us Universal Companies, in particular — that appeals 
to Itkin, as well “^ou hear about Bono andDiCaprio 
causes every day, ’’he notes, “^ut you don’t hearmuch 
about Gamble and Hu^ who help rebuild their city 
daily, guys who have attained great wealth and put 
their iiron^ where theirconsciousness is. They stayed 
in Philly.That's something. Itisthatridi hi story, story 
and smigs that we have to tell,’’ 

Though Warner Chappell does much of the pair’s 
licensing where CO truneiciuls are concerned, Itkin sees 
to the overall packaging, the future synergy of tying 
G&H's songa and image to larger projects. Hell soon 
push networiis cm a documentary on their lives with 
live musical television ^ecials to follow. 

Currently Itkin is interviewing authors to helpG&H 
tell their tale. “We have to get a book out there,'' he 
suys.'Mostimportantlywehavetoputtagetheralive 
musical that tells theirentire story andpacka^slheir 
music Hkeefe/sg'BoysorMommo Mia." 


Fiveyearu from now, Itkin would like to see the live 
stage production running worldwide with a feature 
film based on that musical out there or in the works. 
*I think we’re on track for that, "he says. “Right now 
it's about introducing them to authors to help the 
write their story and script people to tell their story 
on the stage." 

The pairhad long been thinking about doingamiiai- 
cal jToducticm that spotlighted their tunes.

‘We were songwriters and producers That was our 
bag.’It's the same reason they never pursued a distri- 
bution arm beyond CBS the first time around, "^s. we 
had autonomy, but wemay have thought the business 
would handle itself. That wasn't always the case."

B lame the city. When the 2007 Convention Center expanaian 
displaced Agajioa ‘‘Willie''Bouikidis’ I%nn View GriU, the 
shop he'd owned (originally as Race Street

onto the complaint compost heap like another 
rotten banana peeL 

But Bouikidis didn’t do that, atleastpub- 
licly-The restaurateur, v^o emigrated from CJreece 40 years ago, 
packed upftnn Viewand spent two years scouring the cifor for real 
estate before finding the old Black Cat Cigar Shop space, pressed

Are you a smart bcal ga8tropub?Your reputable 1518 Burger 
would indicate so — prepared by chef Agron Hajdari, formerly of 
Buxco’s Tbscana, it was uthkk. juicy petty piled high with caramel- 
ized mt ions, sauted button mushrooms and Gniyere on a taQ. flat- 
top-toasted brioche bun smeared with hi oih pepper mayo. ’The even 
benevolent Bouikidis, a black-clad, white-haired figure chatting up 
customers and buying the bar a round on a sleepy weeknigbt , also 
suggested a friendly neighborhood estabEshmaiL
